.ecord that this project was forwarded though it probably was), involved the re- 
cruitment of one Elisabeth KUE3TER (said to be a cover name) , bom In I 90 I 4 , 
nationality Oerman. KUESTER allegedly managed a boarding house in Weimar frequented 
exclusively by Soviet offioers. She was furthermore an old personal friend of UJ- 
DREAPFUL, who was to 'be her ease officer. Entirely aside from the question of 
EUEStER** possible Identity with Subject, the project proposal makes tantalising 
reading in its UJ -DREADFUL context, as follows t 

"Bom in Bohemia, the daughter of a professor, she attended elementary 
school, graduated from high school and was married to a noted lawyer who 
later became a high-ranking government official. After her husband was 
Bordered by the Csechs in 19fe> she was expelled with her children to Weimar 
where early in 19U& she was employed with (and soon became manageress of) a 
boarding house frequented exclusively by Soviet officers • • .Hrs . KUESTER has 
been in contact with (UJ-IREADFUL) •• .since 1931. (UJ-DREADFUL) considers 
personality of outstanding intelligence, will-power and character. 

. From personal experiences (murder of her husband) she is a sworn enemy of 
the Bolshevist regime. 

"Krs . KITES TER in her capacity as manageress is in steady contact with 
Soviet officers and often has conversations with then on present-day 
questions . She thus is in a position to determine attitude and character 
of officers living her boarding house and select those who appear to be 
w illing for cooperation with the Vest. Whether contacted and recruited 
officers are to remain in their positions or desert must be left to Mrs. 

KUBS TER 1 0 discretion. She at any rate would have the mission to contact 
prospective deserters and establish connections in Soviet military head- 
quarters • 
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"Km. CUES TER 's son, a former officer of the former German Arsed Faroe*, 
who presen tly w orks a a an agricultural worker in Thuringia, will be ordered 
by (UJ -DREADFUL) to go to the US Zone of Germany where he will be given de- 
tailed information on the nissions to be assigned to hie mother. He then 
would have to recruit his nother. Because of his year-long acquaintance and 
thorough knowledge of her person, ( UJ -DREADFUL) is positive that the oonneotion 
will be brought about." 

3. If UJ-D HEADFUL was guilty as suspected at the tine project 39 was proposed, 
the project would not be a bad ct tempt by his directors to set up a controlled 
operation through which planted defectors night have been fed to the 1L3. This 
19fc9 project from the Veinar area also casts & somewhat new light on the ayuteriaus 
report from MGBA-3090 (eee TJJ-DREADFUL file) that a woman acquaintance of UJ-DBEAJJFVL 
saw him in Leipslg during 19^9.
